The Occafional Spe&ator, 

i HERE is not a Fault more ufually to be feen and pitied in 
Life, or that renders a Man of Senfe more ridiculous, than an 
ill-natur’d, peevifh Difpofition. Some Conttitutions are fo unhappily 
form’d, that the leaft Hurry of Spirits, or the moft cuftomary trifling 
Difappointment, will throw a Man quite befide his Temper and Phi- 
lofophy, and make him become’ wholly difagreeable to himfelf, 
and a Jeft to every one about him, I have knowna fine Lady keep 
her Chamber for a Fortnight, upon being difappointed of Birth- 
day Suit ; and many a pretty Fellow fent hypp’d to Bath by a Dif- 
grace receiv’d from his Shoe-maker ; a Court Lord retire difgufted 
upon a Miftake in a Point of Ceremony, and a General difconcerted 
bya Fiddler. People of this unhappy Temper are-acting over again 
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all the Weakneffes of Infancy, and are declaring themfelves to be yet 
but inthe Non-age of Rewon. I could not help making my Obfer- 
vation the other Day, of a very extraordinary Perfon ftrongly touch’d 
with thefe afi€ting Symptoms, whom I occafionally followed in my 
Way thro’ the City. I juft accidentally ftarted him as he burft with a 
violent Sally from the Doors of a certain Coffee-Houfe, famous for its 
Heat of Difputes, and a Sett of fmart Fellows that frequent it, call’d 
Roafters, His Stepand Afpect {poke Indignation and Terror, and he 
was juft delivering this finifhing Scrap of his wrathful Soliloquy $ ‘* Ze 
City !---Blockheads all together--- A Parcel of Puppies--- ind Aldermen--- 
I perceived him labouring like tza, and mytterious as a Delphian 
Oracle. He had not proceeded far, but he began to give ocular 
Confirmations of Refentment in very vigorous Expreffions, by a {mart 
Charge from his Cane upon the Head of an old peaceable Polt that 
had thrutt itfelf into dirty Acquaintance with his Ruffles. His Pa 
tience at Times recover'd fome little Intervals, which difcover’d it- 
felf by his omitting to tread upon the Heels of three loaded 
Porters, who proceeded on with Spani/> Gravity, and obliged him to 
make fone Remiflion in his Pace. He was not obferved to exprefsany 
Warmth of Action, except the pufhing down a few dirty Ballad- 
Singers that unlawfully encroached upon the Way; but the Pa- 
roxi{m prefently return’d, upon his being attack’d with the thundring 
Exclamation of a bellowing Chairman, that came fuddenly bolting 
behind him with the civil Compulfion of ‘* By your Leave, Sir ;” 
and a modeft Admonition to give Way, by a courteous Thruft of the 
Pole againft his Back. He faced about very refolutely, but the 
Enemy was en too much Speed to rally, and he could only purfue 
them, like a difcomfited Parthian, with miflive Weapons, which he 
threw very plentifully after them, of What will become of the Na- 
tion! *tis a Sign indeed of our Corruption, when Scoundrels are adnit- 
ted into Pofts, that they are excluded from by Law. Can our Parifbes 
afford no Beadles to fecure the Privileges of the Streets? And are 
there not laxy People enough at St. J—m=—=s's that forget that Legs 
-aere made for them? but that foreign Debaucheries and rafcally 
French J/xnovations muff dare to difturb the Aftivity and Bufine/s cf 
the City! ——m= The very Ladies could not efcape, but were thus 
rougyy accofted : Thefe curf? Hoops will be the utter Deftrufion of 
the Women; they only wear them for the Pleafure of keeping the Fellows 
dancing about their Petticoats. He grew hereupon very tenacious of the 
Wall, which ie maintain’d again{t every Opponent, in contempt of the 
Rubs and Difturbances which he frequently encounter'’d from ob- 
truding Cellar-fhutters and P--fi-ng-pofts, till he arriv’d toa defended 
Corner, where his Triumph was fuddenly clouded by the End of a 
projected Wheel-barrow, that, like a mask’d Battery, by feizing 
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precipitately on the Lappet of his Coat, deftroy’d at once the La- 
bours of the T'aylor, and wholly difmantled his Left Side from the 
Hipps downward. He was not long ungrateful, but received it with 
this decent and fenfible Refentment, Rot the S——-/—s of your Bar- 
rows! do you think that Gentlemen are to he frighten'd at every Turn- 
ing with the infufferable Apprehenfions of a Bailiff ?

I was afraid of yet more ex- 
afperating Accidents, and had given over the Thoughts of following 
him, as hopelefs of being the happy Spectator of his Cure, when an 
unexpected Circumflance gave a promifing Turn to the Diltemper. 
A heedlefs Milk-woman, paffing like the antient Be/ides with her ex- 
alted Urn, by an unfortunate Stumble, in an Inftant inverted its 


liquid Contents direétly over the fable Head of a little Chimney-— 


Sweeper, whom the Fates had placed unluckily juft before her: ‘The 
drown’d affrighted Fugitive betaking, in his miferable Flight, to the 
Shelter of the firft appearing Paflaye, unheedily join’d Embraces 
with a young diminutive Barber, and, like one of Ovw:d’s ‘Transfor- 
mations, grew each of them, by an interchange of Colours, into a 
very odd and diverting Metamorphofis. ‘The difhonour’d Barber, 
con{cious of the infupportable Indignity, grew inftantly as keen asa 
Razor, and tender’d Battle; but my buty Patient pleafantly inter- 
pos’d, with a Mixture of Mirth and Raillery. What! you over- 
grown pale-liver’d Rafcal, would you fet your Wit to an Urchin 
that you fee has not yet got the Milk out of his Nofe! And fmiling 
between Anger and Pleafure upon the fniveling Sooterkin, cry’d, Here 
you lamentable Dog, here's Six-pence for you. By this Time I had 
perfect Hopes of him, but a new unexpected Accident foon threw me 
into utter Defpair; for turning to purfue his Courfe, upon his firft un- 
happy Step he defcended, fudden as Lightning, thro’ an unobferv’d 
Apperture, into the fubterraneous Regions of a neighbouring Cel- 
lar, the gloomy Refidence of an abfconding Cobler. I ftopt, with 
Horror awaiting his direful Cataftrophe ; expecting, though he was 
flipt from my Sight hke a vanifh’d Damon, to have been terrified 


with the Ravings of Bedlam, or the Roarings and Clamours of Cer- — 


berus, A timilar Paffage in Virgil, where the Tortures of the in- 


fernal Sufferers are defcribed in his Heroe’s Vifit to Efiam, occurred — 


ftrongly to my Memory ; their Groans and Complaints, with the 
Furies Whips and Hiffings. When lo! to my laiting Amazement, 
he as fpeedily re-afcended from the difmal Cavern, with the A{peét 
and Compofure of a Socrates, and exprefs’d himfelf in a traly phi- 
lofophical Calmnefs 5 Ble/s me! What an Elcape was here! Where 
are the good People of the Houfe ? I profe/s you foould fet better 
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Guard before the Entrances of thefe unwarranted Precipices. I lent 
him the Affiftance of my Hand to extricate him from his deplorable 
Labyrinth, which he return’d with a gracious Smile, and courteoufly 
invited me home with him to Dinner. I was afraid to truit myfelf 
under fuch a Climate, which, like fome I have read of, is fubje& to 
the Viciffitude of Hurricanes, Thunder and Serenity, almoit in an 
Inftant, and very modeftly excufed myfelf ; remembering the Rela- 
tion of my Matter Horace, how he once expofed himlelf to Sufferings 
by his incautious Civility, from the Company of an intruding Im- 
pertinent. As IJ left him,! could not helpapplying in my Thoughts 
the Story of a certain diftemper’d Perfon, who leapt his Horfe def- 
perately into a Pit, with Expectation of breaking his Neck ; but 
happily by an Efcape deliver’d himfelf at once both from his Frenzy 
and Impotthume. 


Some feafonable Remarks and Proofs of the horrid Iniquities, Ar- 
tifices, and Collufions of Popery, wery neceffary to be review'd 
and confidered at this Funaure, ina Letter to the Author of this 
Magazine.

In the Height of this Diffention, a certain Jefuit there, Thomas 
Maria Carata, dedicated a Work of his to the Pope, with this im- 
pious Infcription, PAVLO V, VICE DEO, &c. To Paul V. the Vice 
God. Mr. Bedell our Countryman, afterward the good and worthy 
Bifhop of Kilmore in Ireland, was then Chaplain to the Embaflador , 
there. His great Intimacy with Father Paul occafioned him to : 
make a Difcovery to him, that the numeral Letters of this Infcrip- f 
tion put together, made exactly 666, the Number of the Beaft in a 
the Revelations, Chap. xil. ver. 18. As for Inftance,

which was carried to the Duke and Senate, and receiv’d by 5 
them and the whole People as if itreally had come from 5 


Heaven. It had fuch Effects even upon the Court of Rome, = 1 
that they were forced to trumpupthis Conceit, that Anti- 100 
chrift was now born in Babylon of the Tribe of Dan, and 500 
with a vaft Army was coming todeflroy Chriffendom. Butthe 
Remark I am about to make 1s, that hisHolinefs foapproved 666 
ofthe impious Flattery, as togive its deteftable Author the Bi- 
fhopric of Car/j ; and blamed Cardinal Giura and others, who moved 
for its Alteration, as well as that of Oecumenicus Pontifex, another 
Afcription given to him, which is the very Name of Anti-Chriff, the 
Name of Blafphemy, Revel. xiii. 1. This inconteftable Matter is 
enough to fix the Scripture Characteriftic of Anti-Chrift on the Pa- 
pacy. He fitteth in the Temple of God, fbewing himfelf that HE 
1S GOD, 2 Theffal. ii. 4. 

Another Teftimony againft the Papifts fhall be to fhew, how im- 
pure and fcandalous the Lives of their Clergy and Reclufe have 
been ; and from the fame Reafons, viz. The compelling fuch Men 
to perpetual Celibacy (exprefsly ftiled in Scripture the Do&rine of 
Devils, 1 Tim. iv.

‘3 Strumpets, In Windfor Cafile, five of thefe holy Men kept 25 " 
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Miitrefles more. In Shu/bred Monatftery, three of the Houfe kept 
19. The Abbot of Briftol 4. Richard, Prior of Maiden-Bradley, 
5. In Bath Monaftery, Richard Lincomb kept 7, and was allo a 
Sodomite. Thomas Abbot of Abington Monattery kept 3, and had 
two Children by his own Sifter. But the Prior ( jeflingly call’d the 
Bull) of Bermondfey, out-did all, and kept compleatly twenty Con- 
cubines. Speed’s Hiff. of Great Britain, Page 791, Col. 1. Edit. 3, 
gives the exprefs Catalogue of thefe good Men’s Names: And Hex, 


— Stephens’s Apology for Herodotus attelts thefe Faéts with Authorities,

Or their pretended Church the Mother of Harlots and 
Abosinations of the Earth, Revel. xvii. 5. the Indulgencies allowed 
to all‘Kinds of Iniquity, fet to public Sale, will confirm the Point, 
Pope Leo X. has been fo careful as to put forth a Book himfelf, 
called Taxa 8. Cancellarie Apoftolice, wherein the Price of Abfo- 
Jution is fix’d for every Villany. I fhall fele&t a few Articles, as 
Specimens of the Whole, and leave the World to judge of Popifh 
Sanctity.

ANTI-POPE. 


The Expediency of divulging and experimenting feveral Mifcellaneous 
Hints that may be offer’d toward Improvements in many ufeful 
Branches of Arts, Trade, and other Subyects of Conveniency and Ser- 
vice of Life ; in a letter to the Author of this Monthly Colle@ian. 


Mr. Magazine, 


T is a great Pity, as in many Inftances it is a confiderable Lofs to 
the inguifitive World, that a Number of little accidental Thoughts 
and ingenious Difcoveries, or even hypothetical Conjectures of Men 
of Knowlede and Obfervation, have perifhed like Abortions in the 
Breafts that conceived them, without ever feeing the Light, or ehe 
by being overlooked and negleéted, have expired prefently after their 
Birth. It is one Part of the profefs’d Bufinefs of your Monthly Un- 
dertaking to collect and communicate fuch f{catter’d minute Notions 
as fhall occur from Time to ‘Time by the Correfpondence of the Cu- 
rious, and to form them into Syftems or Memoirs of fuch ufeful 
Knowledge. Iam myfelf in this Refpecét a kind of Magazine, like 


what you are erecting, tho’ but indifferently furnifh’d, 1 muft own ; © 


yet it is my Pleafure and Amufement to gather up and ftore what f 
can read, hear, or obferve of this Nature, ina Mind inclined to 
this fort of Employment, and very much accuftomed to Retirement 
and Refle&tion. You fhail be welcome, as Iam a Friend, upon every 
Occafion, to any {mall Loan from my Stock, in hopes to have it re- 
turn’d in publick Payment from fome abler and better furnith'd 
Hands. My prefent Letter being defigned as little more than a 
Pretace to what may afterwards follow, I fhall return to the Point 
I fet out with, the Utility of fuch Difcoveries, and the confiderable- 
Lofs, public and perfonal, that often has attended their being con- 
ceal’d or difregarded, and I fhall produce two little Inftances of a. 
very contrary Kind, that are delivered upon good Credit and Au- 
thority, to illuftrate this Obfervation. The arft is what happened 
fome time ago in Suffo/k, where a Gentleman who had a confidere 
able Fitate, the greateit Part deeply mortgaged, upon a Walk, full 
of cifcontolare Converfation, with a Friend of this fpeculative Difpo- 

fition, 
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fition, received an accidental Hint from him that entirely extricated 
him out of all his ‘Troubles. ‘The Occafion was this ; the Friend 
upon their Airing, obferv’d a Bed of Earth occafionally thrown up 
upon the digging of a lar,e Canal, of fuch a Colour and Texture 
as attracted his particular Infpection: He examined and confidered 
it, and thereupon obferv’d to the unhappy Gentleman, that he had 
once remember’d, when abroad, to have feen fome Earth of a like 
Appearance and Compofition, that was made ufe of in the Delft 
Manufactory, and fetch’d the Owner a very extraordinary Sum. 
In fhort, by his Advice a Sample was fent to Hol//and, and the Ex- 
periment anfwer’d fo well the Trial, that the incumber’d Cwner 
quickly fold as much of this Earth as paid of all his Mortgage, 
and by following the Vein acquired a very competent Fortune be- 
fides. His Friend had ftill a farther Thought ; he projected an ufeful 
Initrument to try the Nature and inward Contents of every Soil, 
and to know what they afforded, by making ufe of a ftrong Iron 


Screw, fomething like an Augur or Cheefe-borer, of about thirty 


or more Feet, channel'd and hollow’d at fuch convenient Dittances, 
as by piercing the Ground in proper Places fhould bring up Spe- 
cimens of the different Strata of every Spot of Land throughout a 
waole Eftate, without the Damage, Charge or Difappointment of 
digging, You fee here the very great Advantages arifing to the 
World from an inquifitive Genius, and an Man of a retentive Obfer- 
vation, join’d to a communicative and benevolent Temper, and the 
Berefit of practically examining and applying fuch Speculations. 
Had the unfortunate Gentleman been a Perfon of an unattentive, 
dilatory, ina€tive Temper, what Benefit and Satisfaction had he 
been deprived of! The Error and Inconvenience of which I fhall 
reprefent in the other Inftance I propofed to offer,which is this: The 
Planters in our foreign Colonies were fubject formerly to very great 
Dangers and Loffes by the boiling over of their Sugars in their pre- 
paring them. One of thefe People had fuffer’d a Misfortune 
of this kind, whereby he was himfelf very miferably fcalded, and 
feveral of his Negroes and Servants had been kill’d and otherwife 
hurt: It was fome time after this, that upon his Recovery, wanting 
Amufement, he took out from a Bundle of dormant Papers a little 
neglected Manufcript, full of curious Experiments that had been — 
formerly given him bya very ingenious Man, of great Obfervation, 
but had been thrown afide uninfpected and difregarded. The firtt 
Paflage he fell upon was very touching and particular, wherein he 
met with fuch an Account as this; The Planters often meet with very 
fad Accidents in their Work-houfes, from the over-boiling of their 
Sugars; whereas it has been found by repeated Trials, that when 
the whole Body is rifing with the greateft Vielence over the very Mouth 
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of the Copper fo finall a Quantity of Butter as that of a Walnut, 


or a little more throws in, will inflantly check the Ebulition, and 
make its frvelling Torrent quietly fubfide, What can it be thought 


was the fuffering Man’s reproachful Refle@ions upon himfelf for 


his unpardonable Indolence, at this flrange Difcovery, which was 
unquettionably true, and has been found fo by cont.nual Practice 
ever fince on thefe Occafions? I need not make the Application to 
cither of thefe two Relations. Men of Thought and Enquiry fhould 
nor conceal and drop any Hints they may light upon, however {mall 
and inconfiderable, that may appear of Service to the Pablick, or any 
particular Branches of it. Men of Buiinefs, or that have an Oppor- 
tunity to make the Trial, fhould not flight or overlook fuch No- 
tices, but fairly and readily bring them to a practical Teft. If 
this firft had been the Cafe, nothing had been cither divulged er 
known: If this fhould be the Cafe hereafter, nothing can now be 
learnt or amended. And from this latter inexperimental Tem- 
per chiefly, Iam obliged to {peak it, that while fo many Helps 
have been afforded the Hufbandman, the Manufacturer, and the 
Mechanick, efpecially by the repeated Labours of our ingenious 
Royal Society, no greater Advances and Impiovements have been 
feen among us.

If in fome 
diftant, unborn Age, our Children fhould be fo happy to recover 
the ancient Exg/i/> Senfe and Spirit, and take a View of the Linea- 
ments of us their contemptible Forefathers, may not one, with the 
higheft Probability of Truth, fuppofe the remote Hiftorian deliver- 
ing down our Charaéter in fome fuch Defcription as this: In the 
Year 1745, when the Nation was labouring under the Hardfhips of 
an expenfive foreign War, their Trade languifhing, their Taxes 
heavy, the Judgments of Heaven appearing againft them in a 
threaten’d Deftruction of their Cattle ; their Laws, Liberties and 
Religion, endanger’d, by the fudden dreaded Irruption of Popith 
Tyranny, by the reftlefs Endeavours of France, and an open Re- 
beilion headed by a fordid bigoted Pretender ; the miferable People 
of this Age feem’d wholly regardlefs and infenfible of their Calami- 
ty.

S IR, 


AY you have propofed to infert in your Collection fome Experi- 


ments and Improvements that may be made in relation to_ 


Fufbandry, Gardening, Planting, and fuch other ufeful and enter- 
taining Subjects ; permit me to furnifh you with a few Thoughts, 
which have arifen from try’d Obfervation of their Succefs, with 
regard to fome of thefe Particulars. There is a Method of pro- 
ducing Fruits, T'rees,Plants, &c. of all the various Species and Kinds, 
to grow even to an unufual and very extraordinary Size and Bignefs. 


The Manner of effecting this Operation is by fowing Kernels and — 


Grains of all Sorts in Beds of Earth, exactly, or as near as poffible, 
to the very Inftant when the Sun makes its annual Tranfit upon the 
vernal Equinox, and after this, to remove and tranfplant them 
again, when they fhall be vigorous and {trong enough to fupport ir, 
precifely at the Time of the full Moon, which Time you muft ufe 
the utmoft Care to be exaét in, if you would take them up, and 
remove them into a different Soil. And to know the Inftant, or 
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very near it, when the Sun enters the Equinox, take an earthen 
Veffel leaded, and put within it fome of the Afhes of Vine Wood, 
‘ pouring upon them common Water from the 7% to the 4} of the 
fame, and at the Moment of the Sun’s Approach to the equinoce 
tial Point you will difcover the Athes will make the Water foul and 
turbid ; and that is the proper Time to fow your Grains and plant 
your Kernels. I have this Remark to add with refpect to Flowers, 
from a known and confirm’d Experience, that Stock-July-Flowers 
fown on the three firft Days of February, flower and are double 
the fame Year: Alfo the full Moon of March 1s the critical Junc- 
‘ture, z.e. at Noon that Day, for producing the double Flowers. 
And I fhall add one curious Experiment more of the celebrated 
Sir Robert Southwel’s, concerning the early producing of Fruits and 
Flowers, and preferving them lively and in their Colours during the 
Depth of Winter. For the firft; Vase up vour Trees by the 
Roots in the Spring, juft as they put forth their Buds, keeping as 
much of their own Earth as you can about the Roots ; fet them, 
flanding upright, in a dry Cellar ull Michaelmas; then put them 
into ‘Tubs with an Addition of arth, and houle them in d Stove, 
moiftening them every Morning with Rain Water, in a Quart of 
which difiolve the Quantity of a Wainut of Sal Armoniac, and 
about the, Lext following the Fruit will appear. For Flowers, fow 
your Seed in good earthen Pots at Michce/mas, watering it in like 
Manner, with the fame prepared Liquor, and by Ciri//mes you will 
have Tulips, Lilies, and other Summer Flowers. You may do both 
thefe in a warm Kitchen, fetting them out for fome Hours in the 
Sun. And to-preferve either Fruits or Flowers a whole Year, take 
Saltpetre one Pound, Bole Armoniac two Pound; common clean 
Sand three Pound, m'«’d all together, and in Proportion for other 
Quantities; then, in dry Weather, take any Kinds of Fruit not 
fully ripe, or Flowers, with their Stalk, and place them fingly in an 
open Glafs, till fall, burying each Glafs four Fingers under Ground, ~ 
after it is covered with an oiled Cloth cloie tied down, taking Care 
that round each Giafs there may be an Inclofure above and below, 
about two Fingers thick, of the aforefaid mixt Compofition.

The Cafe of the Glafs-Trade, and other Trades dependent thereon. 

HE Duty intended to be laid on the Materials for making 
| Glafs, has already, (tho’ but in Expectancy) advanced the 
Price of Plate Glafs 50 per Cent. Crown Glafs 60 per Cent, White 
Glafs 45 per Cent. on a Medium, and other Glafs confiderably ; 
which advanced Price falls far fhort of the Duty, and the Draw- 
back propofed on Exportation, as to Plate Glafs, wiil be of no 
Benefit : As for Example, a rough Plate, which was before of 2o/, 
Value, will not weigh more than one hundred Weight, and is 
now, by the prefent advanced Price, of 30/. Value, the Drawback 
on which will be but gs. 44 which will not pay for the Deben- 
ture. , 

And as full four Parts in five of our Plate Glafs are exported, 
and the Price, before the prefent Rife, being fo high, that the 
foreign Purchafers complained thereof, the advancing the Price = 

render 
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render the Exportation impracticable, whereby the Plate Trade, 
and other ‘Trades dependent thereon, (fuch as the Grinder, Po- 
lither, Scalloper, File beater, Silverer, Frame-maker, Carver, 
Gilder, and Gold-beater) will be fo reduc’d, as not to afford a 
Maintenance to the many thoufand Artifans at prefent employed 
therein, who mutt, of Neceility, either become a Burden to the 
Public, or be forced to feek their Bread by carrying their feveral 
Arts into foreign Countries. 5 

And as to Crown Glafs, the Duty raifing the Price fo high at 60 
per Cent. will greatly diftrefs many of our Country Dealers, for 
want of a fuficient Stock to purchafe the fame, and the Expore 
tation (which is about one Third) will be greatly difcourag’d, 
as the Drawback will fcarce amount to one Fifth of the Duty ; 
and Green Glafs will be under the fame Difficulty in Propor- 
tion. 

With regard to Flint Glafs, (of which there has been always 
great Quantities exported) the Drawback will not amount to one 
Fifth of the Duty; and as there is a great Quantity of Flint 
Glafs made in Bohemia, Germany, attd Holland, the Price here 
will be fo much advanced, as entirely to ftop the Exportation 
thereof, not only to forcign Parts, but even to our own Pjan- 
tations.

to deal with the Man who calls himfelf his Son, and now, would 
you think it, with the Grandfon. 
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How thefe Youngfters could dream of any Agreement between 
them and me, I cannot imagine: But they both pretend to the old 
Man’s original Right in my Perfon and Property, and have more 
than once attempted to commit a Pape upon the Old Woman. 

The Grandfon, an active, defperate young Rafcal, has lately at- 
tack’d me with more Violence than ever, and, by what I hear, 
{wears he will lie in wait, if it be this Year, to get me by Surprize 
into his Power.—My prefent Hufband has Servants enough to guard 
me, and loves me enough, I dare fay, to doit. But the old Gen- 
tleman is fo ftrangely fecure in this Refpect, thatif Iam not al- 
ways crying out for Help, he thinks me fafe enough, and fends 
all his People about fome other Employment than taking Care 
of me.

for the good Services they Aave done. Juft at this Time comes 
the young Ravither before-mentioned, with three or four more 
defperate Ruffians, refolv’d to accomplifh his wicked Defign. They 
broke into the Houfe, and he had got me about the Middle, ut- 
tering the moft bitter Imprecations that he would never let me go 
again. However, as Providence would have it, by my own Strug- 
gies, and the little Affiftance that was at Hand, I kept him in play 
till Notice was fent, and my Spoufe came home with his own Mea, 
and feveral of our Neighbours Servants befides. 

Here was, yowil fay, Help enough on the prefent Occafion; 
and the Effect was, that the Invaders ran away, and hid themfelves 
in a Wood at fome Ditiance.. But while they remain there, as 
they do at this Time, ought not the Houfe to be well guarded? 
Surely it ought. Yet no fooner were the Villains out of Sight, but 
iny good Hufband relapfed into his home Security, and Care for 
the Bulinefs of his Neighbour. He had certainly not only fent 
back all the borrawed Servants, but lent his own again, if a new 
Alarm from the Wood had not prevented. Ina Word, Mr. Touchit, 
I feein at prefent to have no Satety but in the Nearnefs of my 
Danger, which is a very odd and precarious Situation.

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if tion of Juftice. And accordingly we fee moft of thefe in every 
_. Government array’d with the highett Enfigns of Authority, and re- 
iW garded with the greateit Marks of Honour. 

| There is one, however, which, tho’ it be the moft neceflary of 
a all, (being indeed the Confummation, and what completes and 
tt perfects the Whole) is, by a ftrange Perverfion, generally treated 
ot with the utmoft Ridicule and Contempt ; and the Perfon who off- 
ciates, is vilified and degraded as the loweit Member of the So- 
if ciety. My Reader muit immediately guefs [mean the Hangman, 
or, as he is called for Dittinétion-fake, the Executioner ; tho’ it 1s 
| certain, that without this Great Oficer of State, (for fo in reality 
he is) Judges would foon be treated as Jackpuddings, and Laws 

themfelves become the Objects only of Scorn and Denifion. 

a Mr. Tournefort, in his Voyages, tells us of a certain Ifland in the 

T Archipelago, where the Inhabitants are fo fenfible of the Dignity 

: of this Office, that it is julily reputed among them as the moit ho- 
| nourable in the whole Commonwealth ; and a Gentleman there is 
of as proud of reckoning a Hangman amongit his Anceftors, as in 
other Countries Men are to derive their Stems from the Nobility 
themfelves. 
And in however opprobrious a Light we ourfelves may view 
this Office, our Forefathers clearly regarded it in a different Man- 
| ner, at its original Inflitution. Nay, even at this Day, the High 
| Sheriff of the County is properly the Executioner, and muft, if he 
| can find no Deputy, tuck up with his own Hands; which is pro- 
bably the Reaion, that of late Years Perfons of Great Fortune 
have declined this Office, and little Men have been obliged to pur- 
chafe the Honour at an Expence, which they have been hardly 
able to fupport. 

It may feem, therefore, fomewhat difficult to account for the 
unmerited Contempt with which this high Officer is treated by moft 
Nations. In Exgland, indeed, where every Perfon and Thing is 
valued by Money, the low Salary or Fee which is annex’d to his 
Office, to wit, Thirteen Pence Half-penny per Head, may be a 
fufficient Reafon for the Dithonour affixed to it. But what fhall 
we fay of other Countries, where it is a Place of confiderable Pro- 
ht, and yet is held in no higher Eiteem. In France, though the 
Hangman be. ufually as well drefs’d a Man as any in the Kingdom, 
he is neverthelefs infamous, nor can with Safety venture to mix in 
the Company of Gentlemen. In a certain Part of Germany, the 
Hangman is at prefent the richeft Perfon in the whole Principality, 
and yet cannot marry a beautiful only Daughter to any Man init, 
Nay, even the Dutch, whofe God is Gold, agree to treat their 
Deity with Difrefpect, in the Pofleffion of their Executioner. 
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To fay the Truth, there feems to be fomewhat of very deep aud 
tefined Policy at the Bottom of this: For by this Device of cafliag 
Infamy on the Hangman and his Office, great Men have been prin- 
cipally enabled to efcape from his Clutches. = * 

Notwithttanding the Novelty of this my Conceit, let the Reader, 
before he rejects it, confider, firft, Whether he can mvent any 
other Argument againit hanging a great Man for the fame Crime 
for which a little one fuffers that Fate ; but that this Death is bafe 
and infamous, and beneath the Quality of a Gentleman. adly, 
Whence is the Infamy of this Death, but from the Infamy of hun 
who inflicts it? Would it otherwife be more {candalous for a Man 
to be hang’d, than to be univerfally known to deterve it? Why 
elfe fhou!d the Infamy be transferred from the Crime to the Punifh- 
ment, and thatin thofe Punifhments only which this Officer inflicts? 

The Hangman, therefore, is excluded from all good Company, 
and his Office is reprefented as low and mean, in order to inftil into 
the People a Perfuafion, that the Objects of it are only the loweft 
Vulgar, and that Greatnefs and the Gallows are incompatible Ideas. 
An Opinion which hath prevailed fo generally, that the Phrafe is 
iu every one’s Mouth ; Such c one is too great to be hanged. 

I might corroborate the above Conjecture by another Maxim of 
Politics, which is to depreis and expel out of Saciety any Perfon 
whom you have defrauded or injured, left he fhould attain fufficient 
Power and Intereft to do himfelf Juitice. Now can any Man doubt, 
but that the Hangman is commonly the moil injured in his Property 
of any Perfon whatever! Who doth not know, that whole Bodies 
of Men have been juttly his Due, without his receiving on Indivi- 
dual of their Number! Can any Man conceive, that thts could hap- 
pen, or that he would fit tamely down contented with fuch In- 
juftice, if he had that Accefs to, and Intereit with the other Great 
Men in the Kingdom, to which the Dignity of his Office fo well 
entitles him? Nay, Gentlemen would themfelves be afhamed, 
when they looked on him as their Equal, to defraud nim in fo bare- 
faced a Manner ; for even the Greateit Perfons do fome Sort of Juf~ 
tice among themfelves, and pay their Debts of Honour to each 
Other. I have now a Great Man in my Eye, who, if the Hang- 
man had a proper Opportunity of fairly {tating the Cafe to him, 
hath not, I am fure, fufficient Abilities to refute, nor, I believe, 
Impudence enough to deny the Juitice of his Claim. Iam indeed 
convinced, there are more Perions, who in fuch Cafe would be 
afhamed of not being hang’d, than ever were afhamed of being fo, 

In reality, the Scandal lies not in iuffering, but in efcaping from 
Punifhment. Nay, this purges the Offence, and the guilty Mar, 
who hath undergone the Sentence allotted to his Crime, becomes 
again retus in Curia. Qn which Account fome of the Civilians’ 

have 
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have very gravely and wifely recommended to Offenders to furren- 
der themfelves to the Magittrate, confefs their Delinquencies, and, 
as my School-mafter ufed to fay, take their Punifhment quietly. 
Indeed, while Men are governed by Ambition, Vanity, Avarice, 
and other genteel Paffions, it will be very difficult, if not impof- 
fible, for them to avoid the Commiffion of Crimes ; but to be hang’d 
for them is in every Man’s Power, if he be not a Slave to that 
Scoundrel Paffion Fear, whofe Dominion no Gent!eman will own. 

And what Man of Honour can fubmit to the Bafenefs of Fear- 
ing, about a Life which is forfeited to the Hangman ? Who can 
furvey his Perfon with Pleafure in a Glafs, however well drefs’d or 
ornamented it may be, when he confiders it is the Property of Jack 
Ketch, if he be fo low a Perfon as Ire is vulgarly reputed ? On the 
contrary, if his Office intitle him to that Rank and Dignity which I 
have contended to be his Due, what Man of Honour is at Liberty 
to refufe a Gentleman, whom he hath injured, Satisfaction. 

I intended, at the Conclufion of this Paper, to have recom- 
mended this Satisfa€tion, which the French call Amende honourable, 
to fome particular Perfons; but as I have not Room for Half the 
Names and Titles which occur to me, I fhall defer this to fome 


other Opportunity. I fhall therefore confine myfclf, at prefent, to 


one Sett of Men, whom I mutt earnettly defire to deliver themfelves 
immediately into the Hands of the Great Officer of Juftice above- 
mentioned, as not only their own Honour, but the Good of the 
Public, abfolutely requires it. 

I believe no honett Man can entertain the leaft Doubt, but that 
Perfons who endeavour to embroil their Country in domefttic Fac- 
tions, at this Seafon, when it is not only in the utmoft Danger from ex- 
ternal Enemies, but a Flame actually {ubfiits within her own Bowels ;

HE Piece from which I have made the above Quotation 

was printed in i7i5. and feems one of the moft honelt and 
fenfible Defences of our Woollen Manufa&ure (which is what the 
Author means by Great Britain’s Glory) that I have ever met with. 
Tt enters into nice Calculations of the Profit of manufacturing our 
own Wool, in the feveral Branches ; which, if juitly made (as | find 
no Reafon to call them in queftion) prove it to be the moit ineftimable 
Fund of Riches that any Nation enjoys in the Univerie. 

I know not who the Alex of great and high Rank were thirty 
Yearsago in Romney-Mar/o: But all the World acknowledges that 
the Seat of this contraband Trade is very much eilarged at pre- 
fent, or removed chiefly to a neighbouring County ; and who are 
the Men of great and high Rank there, we need only look into the 
Liftof Seats of our N——ty and Ge=ty, and the Returns that at 
feveral El--&--ns pait have been made for the County of S—.x, to 
be fully fatisfied, 

For my Part, I have no Means of Accufation in my Power again 
any particular Gentleman : But if the general Charge thirty Years 
ago was well founded, certainly it behoves every Man of true Ho- 
nour, Whofe Situation may throw him under the leaft Sufpicion, to 
clear himfelf from an Imputation, which can be fecond in Odium 
only to that of immediately betraying and giving up his Country. 
While Means are concerting, therefore, to put an entire Stop to the 
Practice of Smuggling, could there be a more laudable, a more ufe- 
ful A/fociution, than among the great Men of the fufpected Coun- 
ties, binding themfelves, by the moft folemn Engagements, not 
only to have no Concern themfelves, dire€tly or indirectly, in fuch 
Praétices, but to ufe all the Means in their Power to deteé& and 
bring to Juitice thofe who can dare be fo fordid, fcandalous, and 
treacherous ? 

Somebody, of more than common Influence, mut be guilty, be- 
caufe the following Faéts are certain. 

Many Schemes for the Prevention of this Evil, formed and car- 
ried «n with great Expence and Application, and fome of them 
highly approved by Perfons who had commen Senfe, and 

Dz perience 
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perience in Trade, have been either crufh’d in the Bud, or ne- 
glected and fuffered to wither away in Contempt when they nade 
their full Appearance. 

Such Schemes as have been accepted and ratified, upon fhort Trial, 
have been often found ineffefiual, thro’ fome vifible Defect in their 
very Eifence, to anfwer the great Hind propofed. 

Claufes that it has been thought muft prove effe€tual, if honeftly 
and properly put in Execution, have loft all their Force by /ome. 
Mears, which nobody could difcover but thofe who were imme- 
diately concern’d 

Delinquents when taken, though liable to capital Sentence if con- 
victed, and under univerfal Hatred from all true Lovers of their 
Country, have moft unaccountably efcaped the Punifhment of their 
Demerits. 
~ Are not all of thefe very ftrange Things? And yet thefe cre not 
ai: that might be enumerated to the fame Effect. Mutt net every 
Body then conclude that /omenv>ere there is a Fault, belides in the 
defperate Agents of this fatal Mifchief >—--—If there be not, let the 
Innocent clear themfeives, and a general honeit Union amongft us 
would {Gon bring to Juftice the Guilty. 

The Man who can confederate in fuch Wickednefs, nay, who for 
a little dirty Profit can only connive atit; let his other Merit be 
what it may ; let him have all Wifdom, all Eloquence, all Favour; 
let Cabals be formed for his Support, and the Golden Chain de- 
fcend from him to his Tens nd his Twenties of Affociates ; let 
him have all the other prefent Advantages that Imag'nation can 
fuggeft; fuch a Man is bafe, corrupt, felonious, and fhould be 
branded with Infamy in the prefent Age, as he certainly will de- 
{cend with it to Pofterity. 

And fhould fuch a Man have the important Honour, at this criti- 
cal ‘Time, to be at all concerned in the Guardianf/ip of the Liber- 
ties and Religion of his Country, what Pen, what Tongue, can 
find Words to defcribe the Blacknefs of his Iniquity ! 

Have we not lately feen fuch a dangerous Head made by thefe 
defperate Fellows the Smugglers, that an armed Force, confiderabla’ 
in Number, was thought neceffary to be fent down to quell them ? 
——Do not the foreign Prints now tell us, in Articles from France it- 
felf, that they appear in Scores together at Bou/ogne, and give In- 
telligence of all that is duing in the Country whofe Protection they 
have juftly forfeited ? And are not thefe Things worth Notice ? 

‘J thall conclude thefe Thoughts with a farther Extract from the 
Piece that firftdi€tated them to me. It is concerning the Methods 
taken by the Ow/ers atthe Time of the Author’s writing, which 
we may fuppofe fince to have had fome Improvement. 
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*© T’he Fellows employed in this Service are fturdy Robbers of 
the meanett Rank, that have little or nothing to lofe; and when 
they are difcovered and taken, their only Panifhment by Law isa 
Fine and imprifonment. One would think an Action fo pernicious 
to the Republic fhould deferve Death; and accorcingly there was 
an Act made in the 14th Year of King Charles the Second, which 
made it Felony : But that Law was ever executed upon any one 
Man, iy not the fame be fuid of all the fevere Laws ene&ed 
? 

. Among the various Stratagems purfued by the Men employed in 
this clandettine Service, I am informed that this is one: ‘They ob 
ferve the Wind and Tide that favours the coming in of the French 
Shallops, and look out from the Cliffs and Rocks to defcry them ; 
and from thefe Cliffs they frequently throw down their Packs and 
Parcels of Wool, that they may be in Readinefs for fhipping when 
the Boats come in. 

Sometimes they bribe the Officers, or make them drunk; and 
notwithftanding the Act of King Charles the Second, by which all 
Wool, Woollen Yarn, or Woollen Flocks become forfeited, if clofe 
pack’d by Screws, and other unlawful Engines, into Buts, Pipes, 
Hogfheads, Casks, Bags, ec. yet of late Years great Quantities of 
our fineil comb’d Wool for making Stuffs, Stockings, “ce. for the 
Wef? Incies, have been fhipped off at Bi/ling/gate, and other 
free Wharfs, for Butter, Herrings, and other free uncuftomed 
Goods ; and to prevent a Difcovery which might happen by the 
Lightnefs, they have put into the Casks Lead or Shot. It hath 
alio been flow’d between the Folds of Bayes, and other Goods. 

Nay; they have likewife gone fo far as to receive Money at the 
Cuflom-Houfe for Tranfportation, in the Drawbacks upon Tobacco 
and Dying Wares; for they have often ftow’d a Barrel of Wool 
in the Midft of an Hogfhead of Tobacco, and by ramming the 
Tobacco hard at the Bottom, Sides, and Top, prevented a Difco- 
very :, And not only in this have they done it, but in Copperas 
and Indigo, as fome now living can certify, who were formerly em- 
ployed in iuch Deligns. ‘Thefe are not bare Surmifes, but real 
Matters of Fact, and certainly ought to be taken Care of by the 
Searchers, and other Ofhcers employed in © ipeéting thefe Frauds 
practis’d in Goods exported. It is alfo crea:>!y reported, that no 
{mall Quantities are commonly tranfported to France under Coals. 

In the Time of the late War, when the Tranfportation of Wool,~ 
and the Running of Freach Goods, could not be practifed without 
eminent Danger, thefe Men found feveral Ways to elude the Dint 
of the Penalties, ‘To mention but one: They took great Quanti- 
ties of Wool, and put them on board fome of our own Veffels or 
Boats, and when they heard of any Freuch Privateers on the Coatt, 
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put out to Sea, and made Signals to them. Upon which the 
Privateers ufed to make up to them, under the Counterfeit of a 
Chace, and, after fome mock Firing, boarded the Wool Veffel, and 
fo carried her to France, as if fhe were a Prize. When they came 
to any Port in France, the Owlers exchang’d their Wool for Bran- 
dy, Linen Cloth, and other Commodities. With thefe they ufed 
to freight their own Veilel, and fo fteal home again, and run their 
Goods. This fome of them have confefled upon Conviction ; and 
own’d withal, that the Profit they make of a Pack of Wool in 
France is fo confiderable, that if they efcape being taken but three 
Times in five, they are ftill Gainers.” 


The Error and Weaknefs of delpifing our Dangers from the prefent 
| Rebellion, from Old England, March 22. 


HERE is not in all Hiftory a Fact more undoubted, than 

that the Greek Empire, at a Time when a Million and a 
half might have been armed for its Defence, was not only over- 
run but fubdued, by about Eight Thoufand, naked, half arm'd, and, 
in the modern Language, unaifciplin’d Highlanders. The Pride of 
the Greeks would never fuffer them to be alarm’d at this Rebellion ; 
—they were treated at fir as Robbers making Irruptsons for Plun- 
der : A Court General or two were fent down againitt them ;— 
thefe were beat.———The fatal Delufion of the People, nourifhed 
by the ridiculous Haughtinefs of the Court, ftill continued, aad the 
Enemy was fiill defpis’d.——Lofs upon Lofs, Defeat upon Defeat, 
could not awaken them from the ftupid Dream of the Jnwincibility 
of their own Troops, and the Infullibility of their own Difcipline. 
“- Is it poffible, that a Legionary, armed with a good Sword, 
with a Shield, with a Bow, with a Spear, Darts, Harnefs, Armour, 
Head-piece, Breaft, and Back-piece, &c. &c. and long usd to be dif- 
ciplin’d, is not an Over-match for a rude Highlander, armed onl 
with a Broadfword and a flight Lance? This was, no doubt, the 
Manner in which the Soldiers and Courtiers talk’d at Cox/an- 
tinople, while every Day’s Defeat of their beft ‘Troops, under their 
beit Generals, gave the Lie to their Reafoning: Yet ftill every 
Cauie, but the true one, was affign’d for the ill Succefs of the Go- 
vernment ; fometimes the Generals were to blame ; fometimes it 
was laid upon an unaccountable Fatality ; {ometimes vpona Pannic; 
fometimes upon the Weather, which favour’d the Enemy, and di- 
firefs’d the Imperial Troops, though both in the fame Field.——-— 


In fhort, nothing was omitted that could fcreen the true Caufe, 


which was the Courage of their Enemies that led them to pradtife a 
Difcipline and Method of Attack till then unknown, and therefore 
defpis’\d.———T he Imperial Generals could not endure to be taught 
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by rude Highland.» s ; perhaps they negle&ted what in their Con- 
{ciences they believed to be right, only becaufe it was prattis’d by 
the Enemy. 

But how much this has ever been the Reverfe with a fenfible 
People, let ancient, let modern Hiftory fpeak.———_The Romans 
learn’d, from along Train of Loffes, to beat thofe who had con- 
quer’d them ; Pyrrhus, Hannibal, Mithridates, and other Princes, 
had all their Arts of War pillag’d by their Enemies, a Booty more 
valuable than that of Cities and Provinces! The Greeks did not 
difdain to learn from their Conquerors, till they fix’d, upon their 
own Side, the Scale of Victory. Can we imagine, that a Camil- 
lus, a Scipio, a Marius, or a Cefar, would have ftood upon the De- 
cency and Conveniency of a Fellow’s being very neat, and having 
his Hair tuck’d under his Cap, while their Raggamuffin Enemies, 
by a new Method of attacking, difcovered the Emptinefs and Folly 
of their own military Difcipline.- The great Peter of Ruffiia 
was far from defpiling the Youth of his Antagoniit Charles of Swe- 
den; he faw himfelf at the Head of a Hundred Thoufand Men, de- 
feated by a raw Boy with about Fifteen Thoufand Savedes.—Like a 
Man of Senfe, he perceiv’d that his Defeat was owing to the 
Courage and good Conduct of the Enemy; and refolving to profit 


"by it, Wed/, faid he, I forefee pat the Swedes will at laft teach us 


how to beat themfelves. 

The Government in Scotland, in the Time of Charles the Firft, 
gave a pregnant Proof of the Pride I have here been arraigning. 
When the brave Marquis of AZontrofe landed in that Country for his 
Royal Matter, he had no more Forces with him than two Gentle- 
men his Friends; and the Government, hearing he was in the 
Highlands, gave Orders, that he fhould be hunted; a Term, which 
I find has been fince adopted. At lalt, he got together the Face of 
a Party, for Army I cannot call it, confifting of about Fifteen Hur- 
dred half-{tarv’d Wretches, with not above Fifty Muskets, and One 
Hundred Swords among the whole. The Government was fo far 
from being alarmed, that they rejojced at this Rebellion, as it 
was now in their Power to catch the Rebels as it were in a Net. 
Three Court Generals were fent to fight him ; their Army was nu- 
merous, well-fed, well-arm’d, and well-difciplin’'d.—But Montra/e 
knew what a hungry Scotchman, fighting for Bread, for Life, and for 


Loyalty, could do. He met his Enemy to the Amazement of the 


Government, and the no {mall Diverfion of the {mart, well-drefs’d 
Gentlemen of the Army. He even drew out his Tatterdemallions, 
and offered Battle in a Plain near Perth, where plenty of Flints lay 
on the Ground ; his Speech was memorable, and, as recorded by 
an able and candid Writer who was prefent, to this Parpofe ; Gen- 
tlemen, {aid he, "tis true you have no Arms, but your Enemies bave 
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Plenty; my Advice, therefore, is, that every Maz take a Stone in his 
Hand, run up to the next Soldier, beat out bis Brains, and then feixe 
his Arms. Tne brave Highlanders followed his Aavice moft punc- 
tually, two thoufand of the Government Troops were in an Inftant 
beat in Pieces, and Montrofe, without farther Oppofition, march’d 
into Perth. | 

The Author here proceeds into a Digrefion concerning the Influence, 
Force, and mifchievous Conjequences of Enthufiafm, but it being not 
wery material, it is here omitted. He refumes his Argument with re- 


marking fome ill Condud in the Royal Party during the Civil War of 


K. Charles I. and obferving, ‘That they were fo unaccountably proud, 
fo ftupidly conceited, that in all Companies, in all Dealings, and 
Writings, they continued to treat Cromwell's People with the utmoft 
Contempt; even the noble Hiftorian confines all Senfe, Courage, 
Learning, and Conduét to his own Party, and leaves nothing to his 
Enemies but Succe/s. Like the Fellow, who, while he is kick’d by 
a Porter, talks of his high Blood, Univerfity Education, and the good 
Company he has kept. 7 

To conclude, let an Exglifoman ferioufly reflect, whether, with 
all the Superiority of Force, Courage, and oftentimes Numbers, not 
only we, but al! the Friends of Europe’s Liberties, have not; fince the 
Beginning of the prefent Diftraétions, been foiled almoft in every 
Encounter. 'To what can this be owing, but to that fatal Contempt 
with which the Pride of an Exglifoman too often infpires him for 
an Enemy ? 

I have even heard the very Thing, which, of all others, renders 
the prefent Rebellion formidable, urg’d as an Argument why it 
onght to be treated with the higheft Contempt; | mean the Low- 
nets of the Circumftances of thofe who are engaged in it. From 
this it has been very learnedJy concluded, that it is rather to be 
defpifed than dreaded, fince the laft Rebellion was fo eafily cruth’d, 
tho’ fupported by thofe of the greateft Figure, Fortunes, and Eftates, 
in that Part of Britain. But it was owing to the Figure, For- 
tunes, and Eftates of thofe Men that it was crufh'd. Each would 


be indepentent, each would be fuperior. ‘Their Stations in civil 


Life made them defpife Subordination in Military. Hence arofe,. 
Contempt of Difcipline, Difobedience to Orders, Diftruft of Equals,

Contempt for Commanders, Negle& of Duty, and at la, DefeGion © 


Service. Vhefe are Confequences not peculiar to the laft 
Rebellion, it will ever be the Cafe in all popular Infurreétions, where 
there is not a due military Subordination, which only can be had: 
where the Fortunes of thofe who are engaged, are too lew for them 
to fubfift without Service. ——~If this, therefore, is the Cafe with 
the prefent Rebels, if they are formed into a regular Body of 
Troops, receiving Pay, fubject to Military Penalties, and fubmiffive 
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to Orders, why, in the Name of Heaven, did we perfift in the fa- - 


tal Error of defpifing them, without fuffering our own Underftand- 
ing to convince us, from what they had done, that they were far 
from being Objeéts of Contempt-—+Happily for the Nation, the 
Government did not, by its Condu&, encourage that of thofe Mif- 
creants, who, perhaps, fecretly hir’d for that Purpofe by the Rebels 
themfelves, amufed the World with ridiculous D-{criptions of their 
Numbers, Courage, Difcipline, and Progrefs——The firft Impref- 
fions of that kind came from Scotland, and, ’tis to be obferved, 
were inferted in a Paper, the Printers and Authors of which are now 
in the Rebels Camp, and who opened the Prefs avowedly in Favour 
of the Rebels the Moment they took Pofleflion of Euinburgh. 

To conclude ; the Condué of ill judging and worle intending 
News-mongers, has, perhaps, been the chief, if not the fole Source 
of that Lethargy which feems to lock up the Senfes of the Public 
at this Time, when the Progrefs of the Rebellion calls aloud more 
than ever for our molt vigorous Efforts, and demands the Affiilance 
of thofe who are capable of thinking that they have fomewhat to 


fizht for, that ought to be more dear to them than Sixpence a Day.

blance cf that Goodnefs and Sweetnefs of Temper, which had di« 
ftinguifhed her Mother from the greater Part of her Sex. She was 
always a Stranger to thofe Severities, which fome Parents contend 
for, as neceflary in the es of Children, and: perhaps they 
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may be to a wicked and fierce Difpofition ; and therefore, inftead 
of Féar, fhe contraéted for me that Reverence which Love and 
Gratitude infpires into good and great Minds towards Superiors. In 
fhort, I had in my little Fazny, at fourteen Years old, a Companion 
and a Friend. 

She was now the Miftrefs of my Houfe, and ftudied my Humour 
in every thing. Whatever I expreffed a Satisfaétion in, was fure 
to be continued ; and even a Look of Difapprobation removed 
the Caufe for ever. She often declared her higheft Satisfaction was 
in pleafing me, and all her A&tions confirmed it.

The Ruffians have called back their Troops out of Courlend, at the Infances of the 
Poles ; but the military Preparations at Peterfoursh, both for Land undSea Service, go 
on with as much Vigour asever, As there is no Detign proteis’d to all this, the Jea- 
loufy of the neighbouri g Powers is naturally raifd, end paiticulerly of the King of 
Denmark, whole Difputes with the Duke cr Holttein, now Grand Duke of Ruffia, 
concerning the Dutchy of Hefwick, are not vet terminated. ‘The Danes confefs this 
Jealoufy, and are arming to be ready again? all Events. q 

The Grand Duke of Ruflia hes been dangeroufly it!, which very much alarm’d = 
the Court of Peterflburgh, where before fcaree any thing was heard of but Feafts and 
Affembhies. M. deDieu, the Dutch Emoaffader, has fail’d in his Meflage to this 
Court, the Purportof wich was, to procure the fame Terms cf Commerce for his 
Countrymeit as the Englifh enjoy. All he could obtain was civil Language, in which 
the Raffians, of late,-feem to out-do the peliteit Nations in Eurcpe. 


SWEDEN 

It is above a Year fince the King of Denmark publifh’d a fevere Edict again& 
Loxury. His Examplé feemsto have fpread the Spirit of Frugality over the North, 
the Poles firft, and now the Swedes, having had Frebibitions ef the fame Nature laid 
upon them. His Swedifh Majefty is fo very rigid, as to circumfcaibe the Size cf the 
Petticoat, and banith Hair-cloth cut of the Flaps of the Men’s Coats.

GERMANY. 

The Emprefs having been delivered of another Arch-duchefs, both her Majefty and the 
young Princefs are well. As the Imperial Court is delivered from all Apprehenfions 
of the Turks, upon their calling off their ‘Trocps from the Frontiers of Hungary, it 
feems refulv’d to employ this Advantage to the Increafe of its Auxiliaries in Italy and 
the Netherlands, for both which Countries other Reinforcements arewnarching, befides 
thofe that were formerly mentioned. 

A Party of Creats lately paifed the Rhine from the Brifgaw, and cut to pieces or 
carried off the Garrifons ef feveral French Redoubts in Alface. Though this was no 
more than Retaliation, the French Minifter at Franckfort has made a great Out-cry 
about it to the Deputiesof the Circles, who have not yet given him a formal Anfwer, 

The Obftacles being removed between the Court of Drefden and the Maritime 
Powers, 15,000 of the Troops of the former are coming to affift the latter in the Ne- 
therlands, 

The King of Pruffia talks of Peace and Neutrality, and yet continues increafing 

| and marching his Troops, Kk mutt be the Bufinefs cf fome future Magazine to ex- 
| plain the Mytteries of his Conduct. 


Iraty. 

The King of Sardinia had play’d fo doubtful a Part, for fome Time paft, that the 
Houle of Bourbon thought him their own, and it is more than probable that his 
own Allics had half given him up for loft: But, whether it was a determin’d Fi- 

_neffe from the firft, or the Confequence of his not having fuch fatisfaétory Propofals 
as he might expeét, all at once he throws off the Mafk, and takes the Field with 
greater Vigour and Succefs than ever againft the common Enemy. Afti, a Town of 
great Importance and confiderable Strength, furrendered in three Days to his Ge- 
gral Leutruin, though garrifon’d by nine Battalions, who all furrendered Prifoners 
of War. ‘The General then marched to relieve the Citadel of Alexandria, which 
had been block’d up during the Winter, and was reduced to the utmoft Extremity. 
He effected it without Lofs, the Enemy retreating upon his Approach. Cafal, Ac- 
gui, and feveral éther Places afterwards fell into the Hands of the Victors, who in 
Jets than a Week made go0o Prifoners, with fcaree any Bloodfhed, and continued 
#1! purfuing their good Fortune. 

On the other Side, General Brown was in motion with his Auftrians, and clear’d 
the Country before him as he advanc’d. The Spaniards were abandoning with all 
Expedition their Acquifitions north of the Po, and after having made prodigicus Pre- 
perations for befieging the Citadel of Milan, juft as they were going to put theit 
Wioject in Execution, they were obliged to evacuate the city, 


France, 

Moft of the Attention here is turn’d upon Count Waffenaes’s Negottation, which, 
it is faid, will determine the rein that Affairs are to take in the Netherlands. 
Ia the mean Time we talk of fending great Reinforcements into Italy, though it is 
much doubted whether we fhall keep our Word on this Occafion, M. de Saxe is 
loaded with Honours and Rewards. The God of War himfelf, were he to defcend 
in Perfon, could not be more adored by an idolatrous Nation than this foreign Ge-~ 
neral is by the French, our King fetting the Example to all his Subjects.

Bland, to attempt to furprize them, and if he fhould not fucceed in that, to attack 
them: And his Royal Highnefs ordered Brigadier Mordaunt, with four Battalions, 
and four Pieces of Cannon, to march by Break of Diy on Monday Morning to Old 
Meldrum, in order to fuftsin Major Genera] Bland, if there fhould be Occafion. 
On Monday the 17th, Major General Bland marched towards Strathbogie, and was 
almoft within Sight of the Place, when the Rebels had the firft Notice of his Ap- 
proach: Upon which they abandoned the Town, and fled with the utmoft Precipi- 
tation towards Keith. Our Wan Guard puthed the Rear of the Rebels a good way 
. beyond the River Devefon ; but as the Night was coming on, and the Evening waa 
wet and hazy, Major General Bland ordered the Troops to quit the Purfuit: Not- 
withftanding which, the Volunteers, viz. the Marquis of Granby, Colonel Conway, 
€aptain Halden, and feveral others, continued to purfue the Rebels, at Jeafl twa 
Miles ; whofe Pannic was fo great, that it was concluded they would not halt long in 
a Place, till they had paffed over the Spey. 

The Campbells, who had the Van, behaved extremely well, as did alfo the Duke 
of Kingfton’s Horfe ; and in general, all the Troops. It is reported from among 
the Rebels, that Roy Stewart was killed by a Shot received from one of the Duke of 
Kingfton’s Men. 

There are no frefh Accounts from the Weft. 

The Earl of Loudon remains at Darnich in the County of Sutherland, having been 
joined by 310 Men, in four Companies, from the Eayl of Sutherland, befides Scr- 
jeants, Corporals, and Drums. |
